A passenger in ‘the car at ithe 
time was Captain A. K. Robb, a 
military officer who “gave his 
evidence before leaving for Wei- 
huiwei. 


Evidence’ showed that the car]. 


and the wheelbarrow were travel- 
Hng in the same direction. «When 
nearing the barrow from behind 
the chauffeur was declared by 
Captain Robb to have sounded his 
horn and swerved to the right. 
At the same time the wheelbarrow 
swerved to the right. A collision 
occurred in which the wheelbar- 
vow coolie was Killed “almost 
instantly. 

The Court, in finding the driver 
guilty, imposed upon him a fine of 
$100 and ordered him to pay com- 
pensation of $200 to the relatives 
of the deceased. Failure to,.pay 
the fine means that the driver 
must spend 300 days in gaol:  «
